The physician 
said he would keep the case, but he 
did so without the concent of the trus­ 
tees, who were surprised a short time 
later to receive a bill from him for 
$30. The trustees didn t pay him one 
cent, although they would not have 
objected to giving him at least $10.

PROBLEM FACES TAFT 


Conditions Almost Stagger His 
Commission.

Army to ^apprend R ebellion. 


M a n ila, June ll.—Judge William ll. 
Taft and bus col league 8 of tho Philip­ 
pine civil commission were beset during 
their first week in Manila by a multi­ 
tude of callers of all nationalities, pro­ 
fessions aud interests, who presented a 
bewildering assortmeu of recommenda­ 
tions touching military and civil poli­ 
cies. 
The commissioners maintained 
the attitude of unprejudiced listeners. 
They admitted that, while they an­ 
ticipated an enormous task, the com­ 
plexity and difficulty of the problems 
Mid conditions were well fligh stagger­ 
ing. They were determined, however, 
with the co-operation of the army, in 
pacifying as well as fighting, to make 
the Philippines a peaceful and honestly 
governed country before departing. 
They found General MacArthur ad­ 
ministering civil aud military affairs in 
a way that was universally popular. 
The Filipino jiarty, embracing promi­ 
nent 
insurrectionists 
who accepted 
American rule through force of circum­ 
stances, has been mukiiig overtures for 
the discussion of a scheme of perma­ 
nent government, practically reviving 
tho old proposition of autonomy uuder 
an American protectorate. 
There were, of course, some Filipinos 
who believed that Judge Taft would 
briug the milletiium in his vest pocket, 
ami these professed to be disappointed 
•because sweeping changes were not 
made immediately. Judge Taft’s utter­ 
ances indicated a conciliatory policy to­ 
ward the natives. He had conferred 
with the high army officers, some of 
whom strongly urged that a larger 
army was necessary to suppress the in­ 
surrection, believing that civil govern­ 
ment would be impossible until the 
rampant rebellion in the southern dis­ 
tricts of Luzon, in the extreme northern 
provinces of the island and in the Vis- 
ayas, except Negros, was crushed. 
One of the foremost questions is how 
and from what materials to organize a 
civil force with which gradually to su­ 
persede tljie army as a governing ma­ 
chine. Spain’s auxiliary, the church, 
is necessarily barred troiu considera­ 
tion. American experience with the 
natives discouraged the hope of honest 
government through them until a gen­ 
eration or more of training shall have 
eradicated the results of Spam's tutel­ 
age. A large proportion of the provin­ 
cial officials already installed have 
proven treacherous, while the native po­ 
lice and officials here iu Maui la were 
living on a scale of luxury suspiciously 
disproportionately 
to their 
salaries. 
Charges against native judges of failiug 
to account for thousands of dollars re­ 
ceived in fines are under investigation. 
General Otis’ plan of municipal gov- 
Mmffients was being inaugurated in the 
principal towns of Central Luzon and 
u parts of the Yisayas, but the Fili­ 
pinos persisted in thinking that the 
question whether the United States 
would retain the Philippines was still 
open, and some local leaders asked that 
municipal ©lections be postponed until 
after the presidential election.

The municipal governments prove 
useful under the strict supervision of 
the American officers and the towns are 
dernier aud better administered than 
many American villages, but, generally 
speaking, the native officials have no 
initiative aud their efficiency, without 
the personal vigilance of the American 
officers, would lie doubtful. 
The theory that the Filipinos outside 
of the Tagalo provinces were friendly to 
American rule has been deeply shaken 
by recent events. All of the northeast­ 
ern coast beyond Dago pan is in a state 
of war, aud there are frequent fights 
with heavy losses to the Filipinos. 
All of the southern provinces inhab­ 
ited by the Visayans are also turbulent, 
aud in ihe Camarines, Nueva Carceres 
and Alba provinces they control only 
the territory within the picket lines or 
the garrisons in the coast towns, while 
these garrisons are subject to frequent 
attacks from large insurgent forces. 
With the exception of Negros, which, 
being the wealthiest island of the Phil­ 
ippines, is the most friendly to Ameri­ 
can rule, the Yisayan islands show 
practically similar conditions.

The civilian males are 
under arms to fight with the regulars if 
necessary. The approaches to Legation 
street are surrounded by howling mobs 
of undisciplined soldiery, with cannon 
and bayonets. The International guard 
were holding off the mob, which scream­ 
ed insults and threats. 
This was the situation Saturday when 
she couriers got through with the latest 
dispatches.

In tne country round, numbers 
of converts have been murdered and 
chapels have been pillaged and de­ 
stroyed, while in the capital itself the 
British missionaries have been obliged 
to leave their houses and to take refuge 
at tile legation, which is defended by 75 
marines. 
“The Chinese goverement is effected 
by these event so far as to send high of­ 
ficials to parley with the Boxers, but it 
does not show any intention of sum­ 
marily suppressing* them. 
Probably it 
still has power to do so, but the throne 
is still strongly influenced by sympathy 
with the movement, and the spirit of 
the troops is doubtful. All is well up to 
the present.”

Hit* often repeated statement that 
Uncle Sam is without sentiment is il­ 
lustrated in a measure in the treasury 
department. The famous marble room, 
which cost the government $300,000, 
although still a place of beauty, is no 
longer an ornamental chamber only. 
The room around which tradition has 
woven many a curious tale, the room 
in which General Grant received the 
guests who attended his first inaugural 
ball, is now used as a cash room. 
Long years ago, when the architect 
who planned the interior of the room 
6aw 
his dream realized, when the 
painters and decorators had complet­ 
ed their labors and visitors were al­ 
lowed to gaze upon its magnificence, It 
was declared to be the finest room in 
the country. 
Men and women of na­ 
tional and international fain# have 
danced upon the marble floors where 
today 
stand 
prosaic counters 
and 
desks. The pretty gallery in which sat 
the famously beautiful women of those 
days, where* society gossiped aud belles 
and beaus carried on flirtations, is still 
retained. But it is empty, and no one, 
unless it be the spirits of those who 
once adorned the room, locks down up­ 
on the small army of employees who 
handle $262,000,000 each year before 
it is distributed throughout the Uuited 
States. 
This famous room of the treasury de­ 
partment lias been used for tills pur­ 
pose for a number of years. Tile grow­ 
ing demands of the department made 
this necessary, but the place lias not 
lost reputation even if it lias become 
one of the government’s workshops. 
The marble room of the treasury de­ 
partment is known far and wide aud 
is a feature of interest to visitors on a 
tour of inspection of the building. The 
interior 
*s 
constructed 
of 
marble 
brought from sunny Italy, from France 
aud from Vermont. 
F. E. Spinner was treasurer when 
the room was built. 
\V. II. West was 
chief clerk, and A. IU Mullen was the 
supervising architect. 
11 ugli McGul- 
loeli was secretary of tin* treasury, and 
Ids assistants were W. E. (’handler 
and J. F. Hardy. This Information is 
proclaimed by two marble slabs placed 
above the doors. 
All the marble is 
without doubt the most magnificent 
that could be obtained. 
One-of the 
squares, however, is particularly re­ 
markable. 
It is a beautiful specimen 
of black Vermont marble. 
A crack 
runs through the middle of this square, 
tilt* most remarkable one in tin* whole 
room. On it, as though drawn by an 
artist, is a plot art* of Queen Victoria, a 
full life sized figure of an old Quaker­ 
ess and the head and shoulders of a 
French soldier, with his little round 
cap set jauntily on the side of his 
head, fastened with a cord that runs 
down the side of the face and under 
the chin. 
The discovery of the faces and fig­ 
ures on the marble was made by Mes­ 
senger W. It. Elliott. One day, while 
seated in front of the square, he was 
startled by the lines of alternate black 
and white forming the figure of the obi 
Quakeress. A full side view of the old 
woman is shown. The traditional poke 
bonnet is pictured, a shawl covers the 
slightly drooped shoulders, and the 
hands are folded complacently in front 
of the body. 
It needs no steady gaze 
to bring out the picture. It is as per­ 
fect as though drawn by a master 
hand. 
The face of Queen Victoria is also 
remarkably true to life. 
It requires 
no effort of imagination to draw out 
the contour of her face. Only the pro­ 
file and a small portion of the shoul­ 
ders are displayed. The face of Queen 
Victoria on the marble has given the 
officials no end of amusement. Several 
years ago. while a number of young 
English women who had visited this 
country for the purpose of attending a 
Christian Endeavor convention were 
being taken through the treasury de­ 
partment, they were shown tile face of 
their beloved queen. They were great­ 
ly amazed at the likeness, and many 
exclamations of love and veneration 
were expressed. 
While admiring the 
queer designing of nature one of the 
young women declared that the Eng­ 
lish government should purchase the 
marble square. 
The picture of the French soldier is 
shown In the lower right hand corner 


of the square. 
The figure is nair me 
size and is in profile, like the other two. 
The shoulders art* thrown back just as 
they are drawn by famous French 
military artists. 
Nothing could 
be 
more truly drawn than the round cap 
which is set half over the left ear. 
There are other faces and figures to be 
found on the square. Dogs, birds and 
countless grotesque figures can easily 
lie traced by following the lines.— 
Washington Post.

M anila, June 11.—Judge William II. 
Taft and hi* colleague of the Philip­ 
pine civil commission were beset during 
their first week m Manila by h multi­ 
tude of callers of all nationalities, pro­ 
fessions and interests, who presented a 
bewildering assortinen of recommenda­ 
tions touching military and civil jxili- 
cie». 
The commissioners maintained 
the attitude of unprejudiced listeners. 
They admitted that, while they an­ 
ticipated an enormous task, the com­ 
plexity and difficulty of the problems 
and conditions were well ffigh stagger­ 
ing. 
They were determined, however, 
with the co-operation of the army, in 
pacifying as well as fighting, to make 
the Philippines a peaceful and honestly 
governed country before de|>arting. 
They found General MacArfhur ad­ 
ministering civil and military affairs in 
a way that was universally popular. 
The Filipino jiarty, embracing promi­ 
nent 
insurrectionists 
who 
accepted 
American rule through force of circum­ 
stances, has been making overtures for 
the discussion of a scheme of i*»rina* 
neut government, practically reviving 
the old projsisitioii of autonomy under 
an American protectorate. 
There were, of course, some Filipinos 
who believed that Judge Taft would 
bring tin* miUetiium in his vest j>ocket, 
ami these professed to be disapistinted 
•because sweeping changes were not 
made immediately. Judge Taft’s utter- 
aiices indicated a conciliatory policy tie 
ward tin* natives, 
lie had conferred 
with the high army officers, some of 
whom strongly urged that a larger 
army was necessary to suppress the in­ 
surrection. believing that civil govern­ 
ment would bo impossible until the 
rumjiaut rebellion in the southern dis­ 
tricts of Luzon, Hi the extreme northern 
provinces of tin* island and in the Vis- 
ay as, except Negros, was crushed. 
One of tiie foremost questions is how 
and from wiutt materials to organize a 
civil force with which gradually to su­ 
persede the army us a governing ma­ 
chine. 
Spain's auxiliary, the church, 
is necessarily barred from considera­ 
tion. 
Amerieiin ox|M*rienee with the 
natives discouraged the hope of honest 
government through them until a gen­ 
eration or more of training shall have 
eradicated the results of S]iuiu’s tutel­ 
age. 
A large proportion of tin* provin­ 
cial officials already installed have 
Jiroven treacherous, while the native jm»- 
ioe and officials here in Manila were 
living 011 a scale of luxury suspiciously 
disproportionately 
to their 
salaries. 
Charges against native judges of fuiliug 
to account for thousands of dollars re­ 
ceived 111 fine# are under investigation. 
General Otis’ plau of municipal gov- 
crulfients was beiug inaugurated 111 the 
principal towns of Central Luzon and 
in ixtrts of the Visayas, hut the Fili­ 
pinos persisted in thinking that the 
question whether the United States 
would retain the Philippines was still 
open, and some local leaders asked that 
municiftttl elections he postdated until 
after the presidential election. 
Many 
people objected to taking the uath of 
allegiance to the United States govern­ 
ment, which was the first qualification 
for voting for municipal candidates. 
The commissioners also found that 
the future slate of the church in the 
Philippine kwas a leading question in the 
minds of manv, although most of those 
who had talked with Judge Taft and 
his colleagues drew flu* inference that 
the oommisskuiers were opposed to the 
reinstatement of the friars. 
Archbishop 
Chappelle 
took a strong stand in sup­ 
porting tin* request of the friars to be 
established in their old position. 
As a result of last week’s scouting 
more than 2(H> Filipinos were killed and 
100 captured, while 140 rifles, with am ­ 
munition ami stores, were secured. 
The American loss was niue killed, 
including a captain and a lieutenant, 
two captains ami 21 privates wounded 
and one oaptaiu taken prisoner by the 
Filipinos.

The provinces directly south 
of Manila and those north as far as 
Dagupan are the quietest of the island, 
ami tiiere schools and local governments 
are in ojieratioti, and much money is 
being ex|>emle<l in building roads and 
other improvements. 
The m unicipal 
governments prove 
useful under the strict 
supervision of 
the American officers and the towns are 
cletuier and is tter administered than 
many American villages, hut, generally 
speaking, the native officials have 
110 
initiative and their efficiency, without 
the iiersonal vigilance of the American 
officers, would he doubtful. 
The theory that the Filipinos outside 
of the Tagalo provinces were friendly to 
American rule has been deeply shaken 
bv recent events. 
All of flu* northeast­ 
ern coast bey »nd Dugupan is iu a state 
of war, and there are frequuut fights 
with heavy losses to the Filipinos. 
All of the southern provinces inhab­ 
ited by the Visayaus are also turbulent, 
and in ihe Camarines, Nueva Carceres 
ami Alba provinces they control only 
the territory within the picket lines ot 
the garrisons in the coast towns, whi'e 
these garrisons are subject to frequent 
attacks from large insurgent forces. 
With the exception of Negros, which, 
being the wealthiest island of the Phil­ 
ippines, is the most friendly to Ameri­ 
can rule, the Vi say ail islands show 
P» Helically similar conditions. 
How long the present conditions may 
continue is a discouraging question.

Taft ami his colleagues of the Philip­ 
pine civil cotniniHsiou were beset during 
their first week in Manila by a multi­ 
tude of callers of all nationalities, pro­ 
fessions and interests, who presented a 
bewildering assortineii of recommenda­ 
tions touching military ami civil poli 
cies. 
The commissioners maintained 
th e attitude of unprejudiced listeners 
They admitted that, while they an 
tic ip a te d an enormous task, the com 
p le x ity and difficulty of the problems 
a n d conditious were well ffigh stagger 
in g . 
They were determined, however 
W ith th e co-ojieration of the army, in 
p a c ify in g as well as fighting, to make 
the Philippines a peaceful and honestly 
go v ern ed country before deigning. 
They found General MacArthur ad 
ministering civil aud military affairs iu 
a way that was universally popular. 
The Filipino party, embracing promi­ 
nent 
insurrectionists 
who accepted 
American rule through force of circum 
stances, has been making overtures for 
the discussion of a scheme of isirnia 
nent government, practically reviving 
tho obi proposition of autonomy under 
an American protectorate. 
There were, of course, some Filipinos 
who believed that Judge Taft would 
bring tho niillenium in his vest pocket, 
and these professed to be disappointed 
because sweeping changes were not 
made immediately. Judge Taft’s utter 
ances indicated a conciliatory policy to 
ward the natives. 
He hail conferred 
with tho high army officers, some of 
whom strongly urged that a larger 
army was necessary to suppress the in­ 
surrection, believing that civil govern­ 
ment would lie impossible until tho 
rampant rebellion in the southern dis­ 
tricts of Luzon, in the extreme northern 
provinces of the island and in rho Vis- 
ayas. except Negros, was crushed. 
One of the foremost questions is how 
and from what materials to organize a 
civil force with which gradually to su­ 
persede the army as a governing ma­ 
chine. 
Spam’s auxiliary, the church, 
is necessarily barred I rom considera­ 
tion. 
American experience with tho 
natives discouraged the hoi)© of honest 
government through them until a gen­ 
eration or more of training shall have 
eradicated the results of Spam's tutel­ 
age. 
A largo proportion of the provin­ 
cial officials already installed have 
proven treacherous, while the native po­ 
lice and officials here iu Manila were 
living on a scale of luxury suspiciously 
disproportionately 
to their 
salaries. 
Charges against uative judges of failing 
to account for thousands of dollars re­ 
ceived iu fines are under investigation. 
General Otis’ plan of municipal gov­ 
ernments was being inaugurated in the 
principal towns of Central Luzon and 
in parts of the Visayas, but the Fili­ 
pinos persisted in thinking that tho 
question whether the United States 
would retain the Philippines was still 
open, and some local leaders asked that 
municipal elections be postponed until 
after the presidential election. Many 
people objected to taking the oath of 
allegiance to the United States govern­ 
ment, which was the first qualification 
for voting for municipal candidates. 
The commissioners also found that 
the future state of the church in the 
Philippine.^was a leading question in the 
minds of many, although most of those 
who had talked with Judge Taft and 
Ms colleagues drew the inference that 
the commissioners were opposed to the 
reinstatement of the friars.

C happell took a sfroug stand in sup­ 
porting the request of the friars to be 
established in their old position.

The theory that the Filipinos outside 
of the Tagaio provinces were friendly to 
American rule has been deeply shaken 
by recent events. 
All of the northeast­ 
ern coast bey ond Dago pa ti is in a state 
of war, aud there are frequent fights 
with heavy losses to the Filipinos. 
All of the southern provinces inhab­ 
ited by the Visayaus are also turbulent, 
and in ihe Camarillas, Nueva Carceres 
and Alba provinces they control only 
the territory within the picket lines ot 
the garrisons in the coast towns, while 
these garrisons are subject to frequent 
attacks from large insurgent forces. 
With the exception of Negros, which, 
tieing the wealthiest island of the Phil­ 
ippines, is the most friendly to Ameri­ 
can rule, the Visayan islands show 
practically similar conditions. 
How long the present conditions may 
continue is a discouraging question.

The often repeated statem ent that 
I u d e Sam is without sentiment is il­ 
lustrated in a measure in tin* treasury 
departm ent. T he famous marble room, 
whlcli cost tin* government $300,000. 
although still a place of beauty, is no 
longer an ornam ental cham ber only. 
The room around which tradition has 
woven many a curious tale, the room 
in which General G rant received the 
guests who attended iiis first inaugural 
bail, is now used us a cash room. 
Long years ago, when the architect 
who planned the interior of the room 
saw 
bis 
dream 
realized, when the 
painters and decorators bad complet­ 
ed their labors and visitors were al­ 
lowed to gaze upon its magnificence, it 
was declared to lie the finest room in 
the country. 
Men and women of n a­ 
tional and 
international 
fam e 
have 
danced upon the marble floors where 
today 
stand 
prosaic 
counters 
and 
desks. The pretty gallery in which sat 
the famously beautiful women of tiiose 
days, where society gossiped and belles 
and beaus carried on flirtations, is still 
retained. 
But it Is empty, and no one, 
unless it be the spirits of those who 
once adorned the room, looks down up­ 
on the small arm y of employees who 
handle $26L\(Hh),(jihj each year before 
it Is distributed throughout the United 
States. 
This famous room of the treasury de­ 
partm ent lias been used for this pur­ 
pose for a num ber of years. The grow ­ 
ing dem ands of the departm ent made 
tliis necessary, but the place has not 
lost reputation even if it lias become 
one of tin* governm ent’s workshops. 
The marble room of the treasury de­ 
partm ent is known far and wide and 
Is a feature of Interest to visitors on a 
tour of inspection of the building. The 
interior 
*s 
constructed 
of 
marble 
brought from sunny Italy, from France 
and from Vermont. 
F. E. Spinner was treasurer wheu 
the room was built. 
\V. II. West was 
chief clerk, and A. B. Mullctt was the 
supervising architect. 
Hugh McGul- 
loeh w as seeivtary of tie* treasury, and 
his assistants were W. E. ('handler 
and J. F. 1 fartly. 
This information is 
proclaimed by two marble slabs placed 
above the doors. 
All the marble ts 
without doubt the most magnificent 
that could be obtained. 
One- of the 
squares, however, is particularly re 
markable. 
It is a beautiful specimen 
of black Vermont marble. 
A crack 
runs through the middle of tiiis square, 
the most remarkable one in the whole 
room. 
Gn it. as though draw n by an 
artist, is a picture of Queen Victoria, a 
full life sized figure of an old Quaker­ 
ess and tlic head ami shoulders of a 
French soldier, with his little round 
cap set jauntily on the side of his 
head, fastened with a cord th at runs 
down the side of the face and uudcr 
the chlu. 
Tlie discovery of the faces and fig 
ures ou tin* marble was made by Mes- 
sengcr W. It. kliiott. 
One day, while 
seated in front of the square, he was 
startled by the lines of alternate black 
and white forming the figure of the old 
Quakeress. 
A full side view of the old 
woman is shown. The traditional pokt 
Itouuet is pictured, a shawl covers the 
slightly drooped shoulders, and the 
hands are folded complacently In front 
of the body. 
It needs no steady gaze 
to bring out the picture. 
It is as per­ 
fect as though drawn by a m aster 
hand. 
The face of Queen Victoria Is also 
rem arkably true to life. 
It requires 
no effort of imagination to draw out 
the contour of her face, 
(inly tin* pro­ 
file and a small jsirtion of the shoul­ 
ders arc displayed. The face of Queen 
Victoria on the marble has given the 
officials no end of am usem ent. Several 
years ago, while a num ber of young 
English women who had visited this 
country for the purpose of attending a 
Christian Endeavor convention were 
being taken through the treasury de­ 
partm ent. they were shown the face of 
their beloved queen. 
They were great­ 
ly am azed at the likeness, aud many 
exclamation" of love and veneration 
were expressed. 
\\ idle adm iring the 
queer designing of nature oue of the 
young women declared that the E ng­ 
lish government should purchase the 
marble square. 
The picture of the French soldier Is 
shown in the lower right hand corner 


of the square. 
The figure is nair lire 
si/e and is in profile, like the other two. 
The shoulders are throw n back ju st as 
they are draw n by famous French 
military artists. 
Nothing 
could 
be 
more truly draw n than the round cap 
which is set half over the left ear. 
There are other faces and f ig u r e s to be 
found on the square. 
Dogs, birds and 
countless grotesque figures can easily 
l»e traced by following 
the 
lines.—

‘•The movement against the foreign­ 
ers, which has been allowed to grow to 
such an extent, has resulted iii the 
burning of railway stations aud iii the 
interruption of railway communication 
for five days. 
Two British mission­ 
aries and several foreign missionaries 
* have been murdered iii the district near 
Pekin. Iii tile country round, numbers 
of converts have been murdered and 
chapels have been pillaged and (le­ 
st raved, while iii the capital itself the 
British missionaries have been obliged 
to leave their houses and to take refuge 
at the legation, which is defended by 75 
marines. 
“The Chinese goverement is effected 
by these event so far as to send high of­ 
ficials to parley with the Boxers, but it 
does not show any intention of sum­ 
marily suppressing* them. 
Probably it 
still has power to do so, but the throne 
is still strongly influenced by sympathy 
with the movement, and the spirit of 
the troops is doubtful. All is well up to 
the present.” 
London, June l l . —A special dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, dated Saturday, 
June 9, says: 
“I have learned from an absolutely re- 
» liable source that minute dispatches 
have benn sent to the commanders of 
the Russian troops in Manchuria, di­ 
recting them to prepare three regiments 
of Cossacks on the Chinese frontier, to 
he in readiness to enter on the day or­ 
ders are received.”

The often repeated statement that 
I ne Ie Sam ri without sentiment is il­ 
lustrated in a measure iii tin* treasury 
department. The famous marble room, 
which cost the government $300,000. 
although still a place of beauty, is no 
longer an ornamental chamber only. 
the room around which tradition has 
woven many a curious tale, the room 
in which General Grant received the 
guests who attended his first inaugural 
ball, is now used as a cash room. 
Long years ago. when the architect 
who planned the interior of the room 
saw 
his dream 
realized, when the 
painters and decorators had complet­ 
ed their labors and visitors were al­ 
lowed to gaze upon its magnificence, It 
was declared to be the finest room lu 
the country. 
Men aud worneA of na­ 
tional and 
international fain* have 
danced upon the marble floors where 
today 
stand 
prosaic 
counters 
aud 
desks. The pretty gallery in which sat 
the famously beautiful women of those 
days, where society gossiped aud belles 
and beaus carried on flirtations, is still 
retained. 
But it is empty, and no one, 
unless it be the spirits of those who 
once adorned the room, looks down up­ 
on the small army of employees who 
handle $2G2.(hki,(h»u each year before 
It is distributed throughout the United 
States. 
This famous room of the treasury de­ 
partment has been used for this pur­ 
pose for a number of years. The grow­ 
ing demands of the department made 
this necessary, but the place has not 
lost reputation even if it has become 
one of tho government's workshops. 
The marble room of the treasury de­ 
partment is known far and wide and 
Is a feature of interest to visitors ou a 
tour of Inspection of the building. The 
interior 
>s 
constructed 
of 
marble 
brought from sunny Italy, from France 
aud from Vermont. 
F. IT Spinner was treasurer when 
the room was built. 
WL II. West was 
chief clerk, and A. I*. Mullott was the 
supervising architect. 
Hugh McGill 
loch was secretary of the treasury, and 
his assistants were W. IT Chandler 
and J. IT ([artly. This information Is 
proclaimed by two marble slabs placid 
above the doors. 
All the marble Is 
without doubt the most magnificent 
that could be obtained, 
rim*- of tin* 
squares, however, is particularly re­ 
markable. 
It is a beautiful specimen 
of black Vermont marble. 
A crack 
runs through the middle of this square, 
the most remarkable one in tin* whole 
room. 
On it, as though drawn by tin 
artist, is a picture of (Jneon Victoria, a 
full life sized figure of an old Quaker­ 
ess and the head and shoulders of a 
French soldier, with his little round 
cap set jauntily on the side of his 
head, fastened with a cord that runs 
down the side of the face and under 
tile chin. 
The discovery of the faces and fig­ 
ures on the marble was made by Mes­ 
senger W. If. Elliott. 
One day, while 
seated in front of the square, he was 
startled by the lines of alternate black 
and white forming the figure of the old 
Quakeress. 
A full side view of the old 
woman is shown. The traditional poke 
bonnet is pictured, a shawl covers the 
slightly drooped shoulders, and the 
bands are folded complacently in front 
of the body. 
It needs no steady gaze 
to bring out the picture. 
It is as per­ 
fect as though drawn by a master 
hand. 
The face of Queen Victoria is also 
remarkably true to life. 
It requires 
no effort of imagination to draw out 
the contour of her face. Gilly the pro­ 
file and a small portion cf tin* shoul­ 
ders are displayed. The face of Queen 
Victoria on the marble has given the 
officials no end of amusement. Several 
years ago. while a number of young 
English women who had visited this 
country for the purpose of attending a 
Christian Endeavor convention were 
being taken through the treasury de­ 
partment, they were shown the face of 
their beloved queen. They were great­ 
ly amazed at the likeness, and many 
exclamations of love and veneration 
were expressed. 
While admiring the 
queer designing of nature one of the 
young women declared that the Eng­ 
lish government should purchase the 
marble square. 
The picture of the French soldier Is 
shown in the lower right hand corner 


of the square. 
The figure is nair lire 
size and is in profile, like the other two. 
Tile shoulders arc thrown back just as 
they are drawn by famous French 
military artists. 
Nothing 
could 
be 
more truly drawn than the round cap 
which is sot half over the left oar. 
Thoro art* other fares and figures to be 
found on tin* square. 
Dogs, birds and 
countless grotesque figures can easily 
be traced by following the 
lines.—
